THE  v^.CIEITCfi  FAIR; 

The  Science  Fair  was  a  contest 
to  see  who  could  build  the  best 
project.  It  was  held  on  Jan.  22. 

The  winning  project,  made  by 
J.  Odell  and  F.  Elliot,  was  a 
wind  tunnel.  The  tunnel  was  made 
of  clear  plastic.  On  each  end 
there  was  a  propeller  powered  by 
battery  operated  motors.  One  pro- 
peller pushed  the  air  into  the 
tunnel  while  the  other  one  sucked 
it  away.  The  experiment  was  to 
see  what  model  car  would  have  the 
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least  wind  resistance  by  attach- 
ing a  pointer  to  the  platform  on 
which  the  car  was  put.  The  result 
was  that  the  newer  the  car  the  less 
wind  resistance. 

Second  prize  went  to  a  hand- 
made electric  motor  made  by  Rol- 
echek  and  Hastings. 

Some  o  the  other  projects  were 
an  electronic  mousetrap,  a  steam 
turbine,  a  telegraph  set,  a  weather 
station,  a  burglar  alarm,  and  a 
question  and  answer  machine.

Space  Science  Makes  Great  'Advances; 

Apollo  Eight,  sent  up  by  the 
Americans,  was  the  first  manned 
spaceship  around  the  moon.  The 
crew  consisted  of  the  captain, 
Frank  Borman,  James  Lovell  and 
William  Anders, 

Saturn  Five  took  off  December 
21st  at  7:51  A.M.  from  Cape  Ken- 
nedy. The  astronauts  circled  the 
moon  ten  times  and  came  back  with 
greater  speed  than  any  other  man- 
ned spacecraft. 

They  sent  back  to  earth  close- 
up  pictures  of  the  lunar  surface 
which  looked  barren  and  forbidding. 
The  splashdown  was  on  December  27th 
at  10^51  A.M.  in  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  south  of  Hawaii,  7 jlOO 
yards  from  the  U.S.S,  York town. 
In  all  the  spacecraft  covered 
500,000  miles  in  1^7  hours. 

Soon  after,  the  Russians  sent 
up  Soyuz  Four  with  Captain  Val- 
dimir  Shatalov  and  Soyuz  Five  with 
Captain  Boris  Volynov,  Alexei 
Yeliseyev  and  Yevgeny  Fhrunov.  In 
space  the  two  capsules  rendez- 
voued  and  docked. 

During  the  rendez-vouz,  Yel- 
iseyev and  Yevgeny  Fhrunov  went 
from  Soyuz  Five  to  Soyuz  Four, 
and  landed  with  it  in  the  Kaz- 
akhstan Steppe  desert  followed  by 
Soyuz  Five  a  day  later.  To  land 


on  the  solid  surface  of  the 
earth  the  Russians  used  both 
parachuts  and  retro-rockets. 

The  Americans  will  launch 
A.pollo  nine  in  May,  This  craft 
will  circle  the  moon  and  send 
out  an  unmanned  ••bug"  to  land  on 
the  moon.  The  Americans  also  plan 
to  launch  Apollo  Ten  in  July, 
Apollo  Ten  will  be  manned  and  will 
land  on  the  moon. 

The  Russians  have  said  nothing 
yet  about  any  other  moon-bound 
rockets.  Fow  the  world  is  waiting 
tensely  to  find  out  who  will  be 
the  first  to  land  a  manned  space- 
ship on  the  Moon,

MOMTREAL  I^JSEW'l  OF  FBTE  ARTS

"Still  Life."  There  were  oranges, 
cherries,  grapes  and  corn  and 


peeled  oranges.  It  made  a  nice 
pattern  with  the  orange  peel 
twirled  around. 

There  were  three  pictures  of 
"The  'Annunciation  to  the  Shep- 
herds." One  was  by  Saftleven  and 
two  by  B.  G.  Cuyp. 

Then  I  went  to  the  rental  gal- 
lery. You  can  rent  a  picture  by 
the  month.  Pieces  of  sculpture 
may  also  be  rented.  There  was  a 
piece  of  wood  with  many  buttons 
stuck  on  it.  It  cost  $500.00. 

In  another  room  there  were 
many  object  d'art  set  out;  sil- 
ver, gold  and  pewter  and  also 
some  antique  furniture.  There 
was  a  two-pronged  fork  and  a 
knife  with  vermeil  handles.  They 
were  lent  by  Mr.  C.S.  Patterson, 
Each  thing  had  a  little  note  to 
say  who  it  had  been  given  or  lent 
by.
